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1. (currently amended) A container comprising: 

a) abase; 

b) a wall extending up from and petpendicular to the base forming a pool 
ther ein, with a upper edae of said wall fo rming an open end of said container : 

c) a first lip extending outwardh^ ftom the upper edge of said wall around a 
periphery of said wall outside said pool on a side opposite said base; 

d) a second lip extending outwardly around ti[|e [[a J] periphery of said wall 
outside said poo l a bottom surface of said second hp being an extension of a bottom 
surface of on a side adjacent said base, and 

e) a Ud having a shape and size that corresponds with a shape and size of 
said bases, said M [[hp]] including a retaining channel extending around a periphery thereof 
for releasably receiving one of said first and second lips for releasably securing said Hd to 
the at least ono -^^ open end of said contamer SK a»d said bottom sui&ce of said base of 
said cont^er. 

2. (cufxently amended) The container as claimed in claim 1, wherein said retaining 
channel is formed by a lip edge extending at a right angle from a surface of and along the 
fipom - soid periphery of said lid in an arcuat e mann e r to fomi a channel on an inner side 
thereof 

3. (ori^al) The container as claimed in claim 2, wherdn said lid is releasably 
secured to said first lip by exerting a pressure on said lid of an amount able to cause said 
lip edge to pass over said first hp and said first lip is retained within said channel. 

4. (currently amended) The container as claimed in claim 2, wherein said lid is 
rgleasablv secured to said second lip by e?j:erting a pressure on said Kd of an amount able to 
cause said lip edge to pass over said second lip and said first lip is retained witlun said 
channel. 
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5. (cuireutly amended) The contamer as daimed iii claim 4, wherein

6. (cinrwctly amended) A container srtoragc system including a plurality of n^t^ 
containers, each container being of a diflSBrent size, wherein each container includes: 

a) abase; 

b) a wall extending up from and perpendicular to the base forming a pool 
therei n^ with an upper edge of said wall forming an open end of said ffltitfliner ; 

c) » first Tip extending outwardly from the upper edge of said wall around a 
periphery of said wall outside said pool on a side opposite said base; 

d) a second lip extending Qi^twardlv around the [[a]] periphery of said wall 
outside said poo L a bottom surface of said second lip being an extension of a bottom 
surface of on a oidc adjaocnt said base; and 

e) a lid having a shape and size that corresponds with a shape and size of 
said base, said tid [[tip]) inchiding a retaining channd extending around a periphejy thereof 
for releasably receiving one of said first and second lips fcwr releasably securing said lid to 
the at l e ast on e of TO open end of said container or and said bottom surface of said base of 
said container. 

7. (currently amended) A method fbr storing containers comprising the steps of: 

a) applying a pressure to a lid of a first container in a direction towards a 
base of the first container causmg a lip extending outwardly around a wall of the first 
container to be received in a charmel of the li d, said lip h aving a bottom surface beang an 
extension of a bottom surface of said base: 

b) applying a pressure to a lid of a jynaller second container in a direction 
towards a base of the second container causing a lip e5ctending around a wall of the second 
container to be received in a channel of the lid of the second contain er, said lip having a

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bottom suife ce beinp an exteaaion of a bottom surface of said base of the second 
container : 

c) positioiiing the smaller second container within the first container; and 

d) storing the first and second containers in a spatially efficient way. 

8. (currently amended) The method as recited in claim 7, fiirther comprising the st^ 
of color coding the base lips of said contaii^ery yith said lids for matching a color of each 
the lid of the first and second containers to a color of a base ^ of of the first and 
secoikl containers. 

9. (currently amended) The method as recited in claim 7, further comprising the 
steps of: 

a) applying a pressure to a lid of a third container smaller than said second 
container in a direction towards a base of the third container causing a lip extending 
outwardly around a wall of the third container to be received in a channel of the lid of the 
third container, said lip of said lid of the third container havinp bottom surface being an 
extension of a bottom surface of the base of said third container: 

b) positioning the smaller third container within the second container, and 

c) storing the first, second and third containers in a spatially efficient way.
